Оч Saturday b's Royal Highness the Prince of Wales paid his 
long-expected visit t» Caterham. and laid the foundation-stone of a 
furure pile of ба да which are to бе raised in this picturesque 
locality as schools for the orphan children of members ot the Ware 
housemen and Clerks’ Onarity. The desiga for this butiding was 
selected from thirte-n competing plans, that of Mr. Bland being 
chosen. That tal accommodation to be provided will bs for 150 
boys and girls The lowest estimate for the construction of the 
buildi g is 17 5004 Tbe grounds, inclating that upon which the 
new asylum із to stand, are twenty acres in extent 


Os Sunday forenoon, at ten o'clock, a fire broke out at the Port- 
land Bazaar and German Fair, in L«ncham-place, Regent-street, 
and Great Portlamd-eteeet, Bt. Marylebone. The building 
covered a space of nd nearly 10 Oft square. The discovers of 
the fire appears to have been made simultaneously by polioe-con- 
stables 135 E (Morris) «nd Ва ува, 34 o; the same division. The 
bazaar being surrounded by the houses in Mortimer-street, Great 
Portland-street, and Little Riding-street. it was feared that ever 
house near would ћете been speedily levelled with the groun 
The two police-constables before-mamed, therefore, kept the doors, 
and sent off for the aid of the engines, and in а very short 
time the Marylebone parish engine attendad, яв well as numer- 
ous others of the London Brigade, one from Hodgess distillery at 
Lambeth, and two land steam engines. By this time, brief as it 
was, the back portions of several honses in the sarroundiag streets 
were in flames. Mr. Inspector Coombs, of the D division 
of police, and Mr. Inspector Spencer, of the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Life from Fire, came up, and, 
seeing the formidable aspect of the conflagration, seut off 
for the assistance of the police from most parte of London; and 
fortunate it was that they did so, for thousands after thousands of 
persons who had been 00 their way to church lined the road ways, 
in order to witne-s the progress of the flames. Captain Harris, the 
Assistant - Commissioner of Police, Superinteudants Durkin and 
Hannpant, Mackenzie, Millard, and several hundred sergsants and 
copsta^les came up, and at once cleared the thoroughfares so as to 
enable the firemen to set to work. The two laud st-amers of 
Shand, Mason, and Uo., and the hand working engines, bad the hose 
from each so stretched round as to enable the firemen to atta:k 
the terrible mass of flame at each point, for it should be stated that 
the fire bad hy that period penetrated the premises of Mr Green, 
La: gham- place, as well as the Ladies Reading-rooms, and also 
those of Mr. Maurice. in the same thoroughfare At tne same time 
the sho «-rooms of Mr. Greene, dealer in antique firniture aud 
looking-glas<es, а collection of paintings, and a photographic gallery 
at the top of the за ne esiablishment were also barniug. T'he бге 
was theu only burniog ahont half-a-yard from the George Tavern, 
at the corner of Great Portland-street. Captiin Shaw, seeing the 
danger, had the vater so distributed from the land steam rs and 
other engine: as to cat off the future progress of the dames in this 
dir.ction. Abont four o'clock the fire жаз во far extinguished that 
no further extension of mischief was apprehended. ОЁ the graud 
bazaar, all that can now be seen are the tottering external walls and 
the iron pillars and girders which supported the gallery and roof. 
Only a few remain, «nd those are twisted and thrown into mis- 
shapen masses by the action of the heat.

More frequently the answer із a hasty “I surrender,” а 
throwing down of weavona, and a spreading of the arms, to prove 
them:elves aefenceless. This action mu-t be amazingly quick, or 
unpleasant results eneus. "еге is no time to wait. At no other 
time is there ever heard во much hard swearing as in a charge. 
There is в perfect chorus of oaths, from husky bass to frant'c treble. 
This profsnity, painful to the ea, W tarely touched on by corre- 
spondents, yet no true idea of a fight &&n be furnished without its 
abundant incorporation. Rendered indifferent by habit, aud urged 
by а sense of duty and of pride, men rash to their fate in the whirl- 
m of companionship, and catele:s of the fature.— New York

Еновтгх before ncon on Saturday one of the most destructive fires 
that have occurred in Hull for a long period broke out in the exten- 
sive че атећопзев of Messrs. J. 7". and N. Hill merchants, High-street. 
The warshoares are situate on the bauksof the river Hall, aud they 
cont«iued а very large and valuable s'ock of flag, wheat, oats, 
linseed, aud oll. As soon as it was discovered that the place was 
on fire messengers were despatched to the police-station and to the 
various fite-eogine stations Before, however, any water could be 
brought to bear on the buliding, the flames had spread the whole 
length of the warehouse (ab int Afty ew and also from the ground 
floor to the topmost storey The back part of the bailding was con- 
posed of wood, and the flames #pread here with a rapidity truly 
astonishing. In about half-ad-hodr the roof fell in, and shortly 
afterwards the whole of the front wall, without any warning, fell 
outwards into the street Had not the beat been so intense as to pre- 
vent the firemen standing immediately in front of the building, 
several of them must ineviiably have b-en buried beneath the ruins. 
As it wis Polwe-constahle Walkington and a seaman named 
Foster. bslongiug to her Majesty's ship Cornwallis, were severely 
injured, the former aboat the head, and the latter about bis legs and 
feet. Much anxiety was f-lt on acsount of an old man, seventy-five 
years of age, named Jenkiusoti, who was known to be at work in 
the upper storey. He was seen, shortly after the flames broke out, 
trying to get out of а window on au adjoining roof. He was not 
able to do во, aud was &een to fall baok ward into the burniug build- 
ing Several persons tried to save him, but they were driven away 
by the intense heat, and the роо? fellow тає Supposed to have met 
with nis doom. About three hours later the old man was found 
lying on an adjoining roof, half atugefied bv the smoke. He soon 
recovered. The dsmagé dove to Meets. Hill ап os warehouse, 
and the premises adjoinitg, is estimated at 230 0)0, all of which is 
covered by insurance.

Do*btless the King mast have been delighted to receive so candid 
an expression of approval of his policy from his devoted subjects in 
3oldia, and, had th» matter been concluded here, the geutlemen 
concerned might have been taken for faithful members of some 
hole-and-coruer society connected with the Feudal party. How- 
aver, a week afterwards the miliers addressed to the mouarch the 
following telegram :— 

"То his Majesty the King in Berlin. 

“ Your Royal Majesty will permit us to explain and strengthen 
our most obedient despatch, delivered on the i5 h. to the effect tuat 
we call everything hostile to Prussia which is agaiast our House of 
Deputies. 

“ Boidin, June 23, 1853." 

The latter telegram. as was to be expected, did not reach its ad- 
dress. Whea it had got as far as Stettin it was refused futher 
transmission аз being ої a h'gh!y improper charact г. We don't 
know whether legal proceedings have yet been iaitiated agaist 
the satirical millers; but 1 expect to hear something to that effect 
shortly. 


THE REBELLION IN POLAND. 
A communication from Wilna of the 1st, in the Czas of Cracow, 


8:— 

* If Mouravieff fills the prisons with Polish поќаЫ ез, ће is on 
his side kept а perfect prisoner among us. Since the day of his 
arrival here be has not once quitted his palace, round which а 
numerous guard are stationed night and day. All the їой served 
at his table is subjected to chemical testa by his physician | He has, 
it is annouuced, just signed the death warrant of six priests, who 
are to ђе execut din thechief towns of districts, in order to strike 
terror into the clergy and the Catholic population In the single 
government of Mobilew 300 proprietors have been incarcerated aud 
their properties confiscated. Only forty proprietors in that govern- 
ment аге left at liberty. I learn from authentic information that 
seven persons were yesterday buried who had died from starvation 
in the prisons of Warsaw. The number of victims to this new 
kind of torture amounts to twenty-three The Tel graph of Kiew 
states that the totel number of prisoners brought to tuat town up 
to the end of June amounted to 1,097." 

The correspondent of я contemporary, writing from Brody, says * 
—My Jew informed me that yesterday morning, at nine о clock, he 
counted sixty-eight naked bodies of the Poles who had falleu in 
battle, ог been murdered after wards ‘laid out in the chure yard; that 
eighty-five insurgents had been taken prisoners, and that daring 
the whole of yesterday the peasants were bringing iu fresh captives, 
at one time as папу as sixtee together. Of the Poles who were 
killed perhaps hif fell in the battle, the rest were dragged out of 
private bou-es, to which the wounded had been oonveye 1, and mas 
sacred in thestreets Among the killed were two Jews. One was 
shot by accident, the other deliberately. It seems that the Russian 
soldiers demauded of every person arrested in ihe streets, “ Are you 
a Pole?" If the answer was in the afirmative, the victim was 
shot at once; if in the segative, the negative had to be proved on 
the spot. The Town waon Grrested, were required at once to pro- 
doce the “ cíces," or ge with ten stings, emblematic of the ten 
commaudmenuts, which ts universally worn next to the skin. By а 
strange accident, one poor féltow happened to have left his badge at 
home, and was shot ou the spot. Two other Jewa were wounded, 
and yesterday, when the Russian generat annoanced püblicly that 
he cvnld not answer for the safety of the іпбабі ante, several thou- 
eaud Jew: left the place. The гомі from Raaziwilow to Brody was 
literally blackened kat night by the swarm of fugitives. 


A letter from Warsaw, dated the 7th inst, contains the follow- 
ing :— 

£ The tranquillity which our city hes hitherto enjoyed was rudely 
disturbed yesterday by the un warrantable and gross attacks of some 
idle apprentices and other boys upon ladies wearing crinoline. 
These disturoers of publio order chose for the soene of their 
e. ploits the streets of the Ms-shals and the Fests, and the new 
quarter of the city. In obedie»ce to an order of the soi disant 
National Government, of which previous mention has been made, 
and by which criooline was forbidden to be worn, = Ге 
stopped all ladies belongiug to the town, without фемаоНоп of rank, 
whose toilettes indicated the use of crinoline, and tore off their 
dresses in the most, brutal manner The police, who hastetied to 
put а stop to these proceedings, were not able to reduce these 
disturbers of order to obedieuce, and it was necessary to call in the 
aid of the troops to re-establish tranquillity and to protect the ladies 
against fresh insults. ‘he soldiers having been drawn up in 
eschelon along the streets with their bayonets fixed, the principal 
instigators were arrested without any person being wounded on one 
side or on the other. The people were excited, aud attributed these 
disorders to the severity of the Russian military chiefs, and instead 
of showing gratitud» fur the и which the presence of the 
troopa had afforded tö the inhabitants, азва ва the soldiers with 
blows and insults. These later démonstrations, and the discharge 
of fireworks dnring the night before last, give of more 
serions troubles, and the Government accordingly prepared for all 
eventualitiog."

The danger apprehended wasg an attack ou the settlement 
by the Lontua. The governor of Nagasaki had promised to do his best 
to avert such а catastrophe bat stil! he advised ali foreigners to sleep 
on board ship. In Мараваїі а noticeable chang: had taken place in 
the bearing of the Japanese to wards foreigners, th- former jostling 
the Ister in the street, and showing other symp oms of disrsipect 
Ia one instance а two-sworde! mau was known to eater th» house 
of a resident. and on being told to quit by ona of tae servants, he 
took up a piece of bam^oo. cut it in two, eignifying he wonld serve 
him (the servant) the same it he interfered wich him, thereby sho w- 
ing that for-igners аге bscomiug more distasteful to the natives 
every day, and they have every rea-on to expect an outbreak at any 
moment.

Polish parry. ‘The fear for his life which preys on his imperial 
highness із well fonnded, although the Yational (Government bas, 
at least up to the tím» of the last execution, made preat efforts to 
secure his personal safety. The National Government warned the 
Graud Duke not to take drives outsife the town, as а plan had 
been made to carry him off It had become insupportable to him to 
have to keep within the Castle and its grou ids, and to see himself 
continually surrounded by gu»rds im uniform. and there’ors he 
had resumed takiog excursions, althongh with a stro ver escort. 
In conaeq ence of this warning, however, the Grand Duke now not 
only remains in his own apart uent, bat can scarcely trust himself 
to appease his hunger. It is stated that an attompt has been made 
to poison 8»me batter intended for бів use, and that since then the 
following presantioas have been ta*eu:—Elegant silver chests, 
fitted with ва ety locks, have been bronght from Paria, in which 
the platesdestinet for the imperial table are placed, and after «ards 
taken by а trustworthy servant into the *itche«. There the ser- 
vant receives the dishes after the соох has tasted in his presence of 
every one, as well ав of a'l wines дез ined for the Grand Daka, I'he 
chests are then lucked and carried to table. The Grand Duke sees 
* are ly any one but histwoadjutants. His family has already 
left War av, and he has no greater desire than to follow them as 
soon as possible.”

A ROMANCE OF ROYALTY. 


Tur extraordinary action against the Duke of Brunswick (a report 
of which, abridged from the statements of his own counsel, M 

Allon, we published some time ago) has been brought on for 
further argument іп the courts at Paris. It will ће remembered 
that the action was one for an alimentary persion brought by 
Madame de Civry, an illegitimate daughter of the dake, by an 
Englishwoman, calling herself “ Lady Coalville.” The short 
answer to the claim, made by the duke in the form of a demurrer, 
was that he had never recognised the plaintiff as his child, and, 
consequently that in the eye of the French law (which, unlike tbe 
English gives а bastard, when recognised. cartain modified filial 
rights) ehe was to him an uiter strauger. Ву way of justifying. or 
at least explaining the disavowal of the Duke, М. Allon all ged 
that the title of * Lady Colville" was an impudent assumption by 
the person pretending to bear it; that her real name was Miss 
Monden ; that the duke met her ia the saloon of a theatre, where 
she had already “ gone through more than one camoaign;” that 
she, nothiug loth, aud with her eves open, accepted the position o 

his mistress. and came abroad with him in that character; that she 
was now married and Jiviag in California; and that although the 
даке had from feelings of compassion provided funda for the edu- 
cation of the pretended Lady С lville's daughter. he had never taken 
апу personal interest in her, and bad in fact never во much as seen 
her except at the moment of her birth 

It will be seeu from the subjoined extracts from the speech of M. 
Marie. counsel for Мада ne de Civry, that he gives a very different 
complexion to the case. 

M. Marie said that his client, the Countess да Civry, nee E 'iza- 
beth Wilhelmina de Brauswick. Countess ae Colmar, cliimed an 
ailmevtary pension from her father, the Dake of Brunswick. It 
wis only after long and respectful solicitations, after years of severe 
trials and distress, that Madame de Civry resigned herself to 
authorize this action. She was born in the splendour of a sovereign 
court, and had kaown its luxury and its grandeur. But had she 
been а one in the world, she would h«ve continned to endure the 
cruel and undeserved desertion of hər father with silence and resig- 
nation Нег duties to her eight children and to her husband, the 
Count де "ivry, who bore a great name but had not inherited the 
fortune of his ancestors. furnished an excuse; for, notwithstanding 
her wrongs, her uuceasing Jove and respect for her father made 
her feel the need of an excuse for thes painfal proceedings. 

M. Marie theu stated that ** Lady Colville,” when *he made the 
a^quaiu anc? of the Dake of Brunswick, in 1825, was only seven- 
teen, an age at which she could not have made many “campaigns.” 
She was a young lady moving in good s^ciety ia London, had re- 
ceived я briliant education, and was the grand-daughter of Ad- 
miral Colville. He then read the following interesting affidavit 
from the lady in question : — 

“ I, the undersigned Phabe Matthews, spinster, aged fifty-one, 
now living ith my mother, Mrs. Matthews, at Turnham-green, 
Gunnersbury-place, near Chiswick, in the county of Middlesex, do 
solemuly and sincerely declare that in the year 1825 his Royal 
Highness the Вотегеїда Duxe of Bronswick Charles II being then 
reigning, having come on a visit to the court of George ТУ, asked 
his (the Оаке») ancle the Dake of Sussex (а princ» of the гота] 
house of Brunswick, and uncle to her present Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria) to recommend him a confidential person to accompany Lady 
Colville to Brunswick. [Here the witness interlines the following 
reservation :—' I cannot swear to this firs’ paragraph having been 
по pariy to the arrangement.'] Lady Colville was a young person 
of very good family, whom his royal highness had met іп eoolety 
with her aunt, and whom he desired to take to the court of Brussels 
with а view, as | believe, to marry her. My mother would cer- 
certainly not have allowed me to go with her had she not heen 
convinced that a secret marriage was to take place. My brother, 
in я conversation with the Duke of Brunswiok, ha? satisfied himself 
of that fact, and my mother, now present, confirms it. The Duke 
of Sussex in the first instance pro to send Mrs. Ahnemaan, his 
son's tutor’s wife but sne being ill aske! me to go in her stead. I 
went, accompanied by mv brother Andrew Matthews, to the duke's 
hotel, aud there it was agreed that [ shontd enter his service and 
follow nis orders with regard to Lady Colville. I was told to hold 
my elf in readiness, and a few days alterwards, about the beginning 
of November, 18/5, I was put into а travelling carriage belonging 
to his royal highness, and cn the road to Dover | was joined by

where we arrived on March 31, 1826. He installed Lady Colville 
in the Chateau ої Wendessen, where he paid her frequent visits. 
Lady Colvilles household was on a very grand scale. His Excellency 
Baron de Girsewald, aide-de-camp to !'uke Charles (uow grand 
ecuyer to the reiguing Duke William), was charged with the 
mavagement of the general service; Baronue de Girsewald was 
Lady Colville'& дате de compagni», aud Dr Peckels, the chief court 
physician, was assigned as her private пе са! attendant. On July 
5. 1628, Lacy Colville was coufined of a daughter, who was p-o- 
c'aimed throughout tbe duchy яв the child of the reigning duke, 
and Duke Charles publicly and solemul, recognieed her as the 
heiress of bis royal blood Г was present at the birth of the child, 
together with Dr. Peckels and other persons of the suite. 
Toe duke was at that time contived to the Rronswick 
Palace by a hurt in the leg occasioned by a fal! from his horse, and 
the news of this accident, from the fright it gave to Lady Colville, 
bronght on a premature confiuement. As soon as the duke heard 
of the birth be came at once to Wendes«en, in spite of his paiu, to 
see his first-born. The Laptism was postponed to await the duke's 
recovery. It was ultimately performed with great pomo. The 
grand chap'ain of the court, the Kev. Dr. де Wesrphalem, officiated 
on the occasion, and in honour of the event was raised to the rank 
of a bishop. The golden basin which fur many centuries bas been 
used as a font for the baptism of princes and princesses of the house 
of Brunswick, and on which their names are all engraved, was 
torne in solemn procession, and the child was baptised by the new 
bishop, the Baron d Oyenhausen, great ecu er, representing his 
highness as tbe father, and Baron de Girsewald representing 
Prince William, then at Berlin, as godfather. Besides the noble 
family names and titles given to the yeung princess, and which 
were afterwards confirmed by letters pa'ent, the duke gave her 
the Christian names of his grandmother, the frincess of 
Baden, Elizabeth Withelmina. I held the child daring the 
ceremony. F om the hour of her birth the child enjoyed every 
luxury and attention that a royal father could possibly lavish upon 
it. The court tradesmen vied with each other ia producing the 
most costly objects that could te devised for infantile use. A 
miniature carriage, ornamented with the duc«l arms, was tnrned 
ont by the court carriage bul'der, and was shown as а chef d'wuv'e 
Various presents to the young princess were humbly offered by her 
father's devoted subjects. Prince William, both at Brunswick aud 
in Paris, invariably treated Lady Colville with the utmost respect 
and attention. Не frequently rode out on horse ack with 
her and his brother, and always showed the greatest affection to his 
niece.” 

M. Marie sought to deduca from the above affidavit and other 
circumstances t e argument that there must have been a promise of 
marriage. under which “Lady Colville” left England, and from 
various letters, which he read, ha argued with the probability that 
a legal recognition of the plaintiff аз the а кез child must have 
been among the archives of the house of Brunswick which were 
burnt when Dure Charles was deposed. He insisted upon the 
reception of secondary evidence that this recognition must have 
been made, and argued that at all events the child had acquired a 
status by repute, woich was sufficient to support an action for an 
alimentary pension. To show that the Duke of Bruuswick had, 
long after piaiutiff's birth, taken а desp personal interest in her, 
and op nly recognised her as his child, he read the following affidavit 
from a lady who, in 1830, kept а fashionable school at Notting- 
hill: — 

"T, the undersigned Elizabeth le Віа" с, widow of Colonel le 
Blanc, formerly major of the Royal Chelsea Hospital, do solemnly 
and sincerely dec'are that before my marriage, and when I was 
Miss Elizabeth Shepherd, I and my sisters kept a girls’ school et 
Notting-hill House Kensington; that in the autumn of 1830 
(and I think in the month of November), the Duke of Bruns- 
wick, accompanied by his secretary or chamberlain, Haron Audlau 
came very late one evening, and asked to see my establishment 
with the view of placing in it his daughter, the (ountess de Col- 
mar (Elizabeth Wilhelmina de Brnnswick) His highness did 
not on that evening mention to me bis real title. He presented 
himself as the ‘ount de——I cannot now remember tne name, 
but he wrote it on a slip of paper, and his chambcrlain, Baron 
Audlou, told me subsequently that the пате was a family one, 
which he was in the habit of using wheu he travelled. A few 
days later he made an arrangement with me, and then he too: 
his name, style, and title of Charles Duse of Brunswick. Baron 
Audlan conducted the negotiations between us, and it was 
decided that we would receive the ies Countess de Colmar 
Shortly after this she was brought to our establishment by 
Captain Alloard, ап ecuyer, or chamberlain, to his high- 
пева. She was then four vears old, and had rp to that time 
been under the care of Miss Phosbe Matthews. His serene high- 
ness desired that the utmost care should be taken of his daughters 
educa'iou, and he recommended us to allow her every amusement 
compatible with her age. He gave positive orders that she was 
never to see herin ther Lady Colville, and that the latter was to have 
no voice in the conduct of her elucation. Не did, however, after- 
wards, ві the repeated request of Lady Colvil'e, allow her to see 
the child two or three times, but always under the express con 
dition that the interview was to take place in our presence. Miss 
Pbhobe Matthews was permitted to visit the young countess. She 
aleo received frequent visits from Captain Alloard and Рагоп Aud- 
lau. who often brought her magaifcent presents of jewels. &o., from 
the duke her father. On ove occasion Baron Audis brougbt her a 
gold seal with a coronet and the Colmar arms engraved upon it. 
and told her always to use it when she wrote to her father. Pur- 
sanant to orders from the duke, we took the Countess de Colmar 
every year to the sea side She had the best masters that could be 
got. M. Dulcken, chavel master to the King of Hanover. gave her 
lessons on the piano. She learned dancing from Madame Bourdin, 
then daacing mistress to the Princess Victoria and now to the royal 
children. tho duke ordered Mr. Patten, the celebrated miniature 
painter, to make a portrait of the child for him to carry about with 
him when ће travelled. His serene highness constan'ly manife-ted 
the utmost affection for his daughter, gave her a thousand proofs of 
his tenderness. and regularly made the half yearly payments for her 
scho hug through Haron Audlau The amount for her ordinary 
schooling duriog the five years «Бе stayed with us was £240 J 
and there we e extras amoonting frequently to ав muoh 88 a 
quarter. Allthe plate вод linen furnished for the Oonntess de 
Qolmar's use was marked with the royal arms of Brunswick — | 
must add that both upon prieeiple and from our regard to our 
position as schoulmistresees, neither my mother (who then lived 
with ws), nor my sis'ers, would have received the Countess de 
Oolmar in our establishment had wè not been persuaded that she 
had been fully avd pubic!y recognised as tne legitimate daughter 

пке of Buuswick." 
« ue proceeded to show that the duke, who it was pretended 
by the other side had never seen bis daughter, frequently wrote af- 
fecticnate Jetters to ber, aud he said that so far from her marriage 
with the Count de Civry being ‘he ceuse of ber father’s displeacure, 
Fo Һай abandoned her yous before cn посопи of cer becoming a 
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Roman Catholic. After having received a first-rate єдоса'їоп in 
Eugland she was sent to Nancy to complete her studies under 
French tuition. There she heard the famous Father Lacordaire 
preach. She was fascinated by him, and by him she was converted 
to the Roman Catholic religion. The act of con:cience, and that 
alone was the cause of the rupture. On that ground she was 
abandoned by her father, aud when perfectly fri: ndless and desolate 
she was received by the Civry familv. M. Marie said tbere was 
no evidence of Lady Colvi le being married aud in Cahfornia, and 


he rather thought she was dead ‘I'he court reserved its judg- 
ment. 


MURDER IN THE BOROUGH-ROAD. 


Ат the Old Bailey, on Tuesday, Thomas Lidbetter, 59, was indicted 
for the wilful murder of his wite Martha Lidbetter. The prisoner 
was also charged with the wilful murder of his son, David Gra: 
Lidbetter. Mr. Orridge prosecuted, and the prisoner was defended 
by Mr. Sleigh. 

The case that was ргг ceeded with was that which imputed to the 
prisoner the murder of his wife. Ibe facts did not appear to be 
disputed, »nd they lay in а very narrow comp'ss. Tue pris ner 
carried ор the business of a pewt-rer and public-honse bar fitter, in 
the Borough-road, and it appeared that ou the morning of the 75th 
of May be went to the house of a ue'ghbour, named Fugh, aud deli- 
berately told bim that he пад murdered bis wife aud child, aud 
tbat he had tried to kill himself, aud be had at the time a piece of 
brok n горе in his haud. »t first tae statement made by the pri- 
suber was not credit-d, but upon Mr. Pugh going to his honss it wag 
found to be too true, the wife «f the prisoner being discovered 
lying on the bed quire dead, aud with her throat out in the most 
dreadful manner, aud his son, а young man seventeen years of age, 
lying on an adjoining bed, with his throat also cut, but not dead, 
although ће on!y survived a very short period afterwards. It ap- 
peared in tbe course of the evidence for the prosecution the pri- 
soner had been twice thrown out of а vehiole, and that he received 
injuries upon the head on both occasions. and that since then he 
Lad acted very strangely, and talked incoherently, and it was also 
stated that the prisoner generally behaved very kindly and affec- 
tionately to his wife, and that he was devotedly attached to the son 
whose life he destroyed. 

Mr. Sleigh addressed the jury for the prisoner in an able sperch, 
and he urged that upon the evidence for the prosecution alone they 
would be perfect!y justified in saying that at the time these dreadful 
acis were committed by the prisoner he was not in a state of wind 
to be respousible for {пове acts; and that, in point of fact, he did 
not know what he was about, and was iucompetent to distinguish 
between right and wrong. 

Alfred Lidb»tter, a son of the prisoner. and several other witnesses 
were exawined, and they proved that the prisoner had oonducted 
bimeelf very straugely for a considerable tima, and particular] 
since he had met with the accidents that had been m tioned. 
These witnesses also stated in cross-examination that th prisoner 
sometimes got a " little fresh.” but they deuied that he wa given to 
driuking to excess Mr Jones, а medical gentlemau who had 
attended upon the prisoner and bis family for a great wang years, 
also proved that he always consi ered h'm a feeble minded man, 
and that he had appeared to be more во since the ахі ents, and he 
expressed an opinion that at the time the prisoner killea bis wife 
and child he was not cognisant of what he was doing, ог capable of 
distinguishing between right and wrong. 

Mr. Gion, the surgeon of Newgate, was called by the counsel 
for the prosecution to rebut the testimony that had been given for 
the prisoner, and he stated that at the pre-ent time the prisoner was 
perfectly sane. He added, however. that he was unable to give any 
opinion with referenc» to the state of mind of the prisoner at the 
time the act was committed. 

The learned judge then summed up, and the jury, after a short 
deliberation, found the. prisoner “ Not guilty" on the ground of 
insanity, and he was ordered to be detained during pleasure.

Chis was consequently the seventy-third time, in во many yeara— 
the sacrament bring observed annually, that he has taken his place 
atthe solemn ordinance. And it may be mentioned that he wag 
never absent on а communion Sabbath—and never communicated 
els-where. Few places indeed can produce a case like this.— 
Aberdeen Journal. 


Drunkarvs.—In the year ending at Michaelmas last 91,908 
persons—26 ! а day —w. re pr ceeded against before justices in Enge 
land for drunkenne-s, or for being druuk and disorderly, and 63,255 
of tbem were eonvicted. The great majority were only flued, bat 
above 7,000 were committed to prison. The returns show a great 
increase over the previous years, for 82,196 were then charged with 
drankenness, and only 541 3 convicted Of the persons thus 
charged in the last year 22,560 were females, and more than 10,000 
women were convicted for being drunk. Coroners’ inquests in the 
year 1862 found 211 verdicts ot deaths from excessive drinaing : 
145 men and 66 women thus ended tueir days.

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INDIAN SKETCHES. 


IN continuation of the series of sketches in Tndia this week we 
give a highly interesting drawing of а class abounding in India, 
viz., musicians, we need but add that, like a corresponding class in 
this country, they earn but ascanty subsistence. The tomb of the 
Sultana Nour-Mahal, which our next engraving represents, is in fact 
one of the most admirable creations of Indo-Arabian art. Let us 
add what will give an additional interest to the monument, that it is 
the work of a French artist. One of those great adventurers who, 
not finding thei- right place at home, traverse other countries, im- 
pelled by tbat fever of the soul, which is nothing else than a 
genins, found his way, after numerous adventures (some time during 
the 15th century), to the court of the Scheh Jeban. ‘Thi. man, 
who had visited the principa: cities of Western Asia, who had ad- 
mired with his artist soul a'l those ро: Ис constructions which 
pachas and emirs, sultans and caliphs had mingled with the 
groves of jasmin and roses in their gardens, came to pla^e his 
genius under the order of the Schab. Jeban had just lost the 
bultana Nour-Mabal, whose beauty justified all the incense of 
metapbors offered ор to it by Oriental flattery, and whose vir- 
tues and graces were ‘ot less thau her beauty. It was said 
that the august priocess, beiug in a state bed, surrounded by 
her women, and about to give an beir to the treasures, if not 
to the power, of tbe sovereigns of Agia, had felt a sudden shudder of 
fright:—she had heard a sigh uttered by the child yet unborn. 
Interpreting this sigh as a fatal presage, sbe immediately sent for 
the Emperor. She desired, before her death, to ask t%o favours of 
him : the first, not to marry again, so that her children might not 
be exposed to the sanguinary competition of rival brothers; the 
second, to erect a mauoselum which should perpetuate her memory. 
The Emperor had given his oath. In а few moments after Nour- 
Mahal expired. It was under these circumstances that the wander- 
ing artist had offered him the opportunity of realizing the second 
wish of the deceased Sultana. ‘I'he plans he had submitted struck 
him so forcibly. that the Schah did not hesitate to confide this great 
task to him. The artist, known in India by the name of “ Wonder 
of the Age," was really calied Austin, and was born at Bordeaux. 
The place which he cbose as the site of the splendid mosque which 
was to cover with its domes and minarets the tomb of the Sultana, 
was the bauk of the Jumoa. Twenty thousand workmen were 
occupied twenty-two sears in the construction of this monument, 
the expenses of which, expressed in an English equivalent. amounied 
to the sum of £3 174802. This sumptuous editice is entirely con- 
structed of fine white marble, from the qua. ries of Jeypore—that is 
to say, with materials fuund two or three hundred miles from Agra. 
These facts may doubtless give an idea of the importance of the 
monument; but it is impossible to give aay just conception of its 
indescribable beauty. It is said that an English lady, moved with 
enthusiasm at the sight of such wonders, exclaimed that she would 
willingly die if she were certain of obtaining from her husband's 
grief во splendid а mausoleum. This ineident, if it be not actually 
true, at least appears likely enough. Before all the richness and 
delicacy of ornamentation of this mosque, one might almost say 
a the only thing wanted was а glass shade large enough to cover 
t.

the ship until she went down, which she did at 2 a.m, in a squall 
of sleet and rain. At 4 am. they turned the boats heads to 
W.N.W , to endeavour to make the land, which they did on the 20th, 
at 11 pin. All of them were io а aelpless condition after being eight 
days aud two hours in the boats. all their water was out, and the 

bread was wetted with sea water. They got into Bird's Island Cove, 
| where the mate olimbed up the rock aud reached a house. Assist- 
ance was obtained, and the crew was taken out of the boat,and their 
| wanta attended to with much kindness. Several men died, from the 
| sufferings they had undergone. Wiiliam Moore died on the 24th, 
| and Charles Stephens on the 30th of May. On the 3rd of Jane four 
of the crew were taken to Bonavista, where the doctor took off 
some ot their feet (which were fros bitien); after wh'ch John 
Dixon died on the 6th, and William Brows on the 7th The 
captain. mate, and three bands left Birds Island Cove on the 8th, 
en route for Bt. John's, where they arrived on the 10th, having left 
two hands at Bonavista, опе of whom was dyiog and the other 
seriously ill. 


IRISH TITLES OF HONOUR. 


TrrLES of honour are still bone by the representatives of some of 
the old Milesian families in Ireland. Some of these titles have 
become extinct in course of time, such as the M'Uarty More, 
the White Knight, the O'Sullivan Bear, the O'Moore, &c., and some 
have been merged in peerages Тһе O'Bryens іп the titles of Tho- 
mond (now extiuct) and Inchiquin, the O'Neills in an Earldom 
(extinct), the O'Callaghan in Lord Lismore, and the descendent 
and representatives of the O'Byrnes in Lord de Tabley. But the 
following titles are still preserved and generally acknowledged. 
These are the O'Donoghue of the Glevs, the О Conor Don. the 
Knight of Kerry, the Knight of Glen, the O’Grady, the M'Gilli- 
cuddy of the Reeks, and the M Dermot, Prince of Coclvain Tha 
two first of these represent the constituencies, aad it is believed 
are the only Irish chieftains who have adhered to the national re- 
ligion, all the others are Protestants. Indeed, it is a curious circum- 
stance that while we see the O'Neills, the O'Briens, the U’Oallag- 
hans, the O Byrnes, indeed almost all the lineai descendants of the 
old Irish families, staunch Protestants (some of them even Orange- 
теп; the late Lord O'Niell was Grand Ma-ter of the Orange- 
men); we find, on the other hand, that the leading Roman Catholic 
nobility and gentry in Ireland are mostly of Eoglish and Protes- 
tant extraction. Thus, the Brownes, Earls of Kenmare, came over 
origiually in the reiga of Queen Elizabeth. and, being Protestants, 
ob ained large grants of the O'Donoghue property in Kerry, for- 
'eited by Roderick O'Donoghue, in the reign of Elizabeth, and by 
Geoffrey O'Donoghue, “dead in rebellion," in the reign of her suc- 
cessor. The Кагівої Kenmare are now, as is well known, at the 
head of the Irish Roman Catholic peerage, aud во of the Dillons, 
rluokets, Burkes, Nugente, Prestons, and other Irish Roman Cat- 
holic families of importance; they are all, with few exceptions, of 
English and Protestant descent, while we have seen that the des- 
cendants of the native Irish are almost all Protestants.

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MURDER AT LEEDS. 


Ат the York assizes, on Monday, before Mr. Justice Mellor, John 
Gair, 53 was charget with the wilful murder of Alice Gair, at 
Leeds. Mr, viddleton and Mr. V. Blackburn appeared for the prose- 
cution; Wr Маје defeuded ihe prisoner. Ou being placed at the 
bar, Gair, in а tirm voice, pleaded * Not guilty.” Mr. Middleton, ла 
stating the case, said that the prisoner was formerly in the army 
and was now a psusioner. 
beeo livivg wita Alice Geir, ав шар aud wife. lt appeared latterly 
quarrels had arisen, from the jealousy of the prisoner with regard 
to ап improper intimacy between alice Gair aud а mau named 
Davis. Oa Thursday, the 2nd of Aqril, the prisoner weut to the 
barracks to draw his pension. Daring his absence, in consequence 
of tue quarrels which bad previously taken place, Alice Gair re- 
moved purt of the furniture to the house of a Mre. М'Мацив, her 
object, there could be no doubt, being that she might effect a sepa- 
ration from the prisoner Qair. On the prisoner's return, it 
seems that he remonstrated with Alice, and wished to be triends ; 
and eventually, реп she decliued to have anything more 
to do with him, he tbreatened to cut his own throat The 
prisoner after this not only used violent langaage, but fought with 
Alice, вод the neighbours hed to separate them. The prisoner, 
however, agaia expressed @ strong desire to be friends, but to this 
Alice Gair would not o»ussut; whereupon it see: ed that tae pri- 
goner в anger became considerably excited, and he made use of an 
expression to tbe effect that sue was too intimate with Davis. Her 
&uswe tothat wasexceedingly provoking, and was in tbe words, 
“Tf 1 have, 1 will have the gaius of it.” tbe prisoner then made 
use of th» expression, “If you will not live with me I must have 
your hfe oc D.viss." Au arrangement was uitimately cowe to 
that Alica should sleep at M'Mauuss, whilst the prisoner would 
that night leave for Noith Bbiclds. The prisoner left the house, 
but did not go to North B^ields, for he presented Бішввії at 
M'Manus's . use at half past ten. On his return a better feelin 

appeared f r some time to exist between thetwo, for Alice kisse 

him, and expressed а hope that he would not leave her asain, 
Being th s reconoiled the t wo »lapt together; but on the following 
moruing, when Alive found the prisoner by her side, she commenced 
again ¿o upbraid him, and said she thought he had been many 
miles away. Decrased dinei at М'мапиз'в, snd afier- 
wards went to the house of & man named Bobanna About ten 
o'clock at night the party was oe distarbed by the entrance 
of the pri-oner, whom it was expected had gone to North Бе ds. 
The prisoner finding his wife and Vavis together there, made use 
of some exceeding!y coarse epithets, and seized his wife by the hair 
of tbe head. A disturbance took place а general ght ensued, in 
which tne prisoner app+ared to have got cousiderably the worst of 
it After this tbe deceased returned to the house of M‘ Manus, and 
about one o'clock in the moruiug she was 'ollowed there by the 
prisoner. Моге quarrelling then ensued, and further threats were 
used, and this manner of proceeding was kept up until about two 
or three o'clock in the morning. At this hour, Alice, Mrs. 
M*Manus and the sister of the latter, went up-stairs to bed The 
prisoner got up, and bef re proceeding up-stairs made ове 
of the threat to М'Марив. “It із of no use, Гош : she means going 
with that Jack Davis; and I shall either take his life or 
hers.” At six oclock the prisoner was seen to leave his bed, 
and stealthily to cross the room in which lay the 
cbildren, apparently to see if they were asleep. Tne 
witness of this act was the son of Mrs M'Manus, who, being 
frightened at the prisoner's mauner, hid his head beneath the bed- 
clothes. The prisoner after that returned to his bed, and then the 
little fellow, who bad seen him the minute be'ore, heard from Alice 
а sligbt utterance of “ Oh,” aud then a noise which he described as 
like the squirting of а ginger -beer bottle. Тһе same n-ise 
awoke Mrs M'Manus, who on 10 king towards the deceased, saw 
blood squirting against the wall, and heard blood flowing on to the 
floor. She screamed, and said, * Oh, good God, John must ђе mnr- 
dering Alice” She also screamed * Murder," and her husband 
being aroused, jumped out of b-d, avd found Gair, who was laid ou 
his back, cu:ting his throat with а razor, which be held in his right 
hand —M'Mauus at once, leaning over Mrs Gair, who be вам 
had her throat cut, and was spparently quite dead, took the 
razor from Gair. In the struggle M'Manus received а severe 
cut upon his thumb. The police and surgical assistance was 
at once summoned, when it was fouud that tne deceased had re- 
ceived а cut in her throat about seven inches in extent, and which 
went to the spine. She was quite dead. The wound which Gair 
had inflicted ou himself also extended through the wiudpi е, bat 
he was alive, and was removed to the infirmary. Here he lingered 
some time, in an almost hopeless condition, but ultima’ely his life 
was preserved Evidence was then called, after which Mr. Maule 
addressed the jury for the prisoner, contending that the act was 
committed iu a tit of temporary insanity. The jury, after an absence 
of three-quarters of an hour, returned a verdict of “ Guilty.” The 
jury also wisbed that the prisoner should be recommended to mercy 
on account of the large emountof provecation whict he had received 
The learned judge then assumed the black capand passed seutence 
of death in the usual solemn form. ‘I'he prisoner received the 
re eet with considerable emotion, and had to be assisted from 

e bar.

Tne 
left elbow- bons was fractured, and there was а contused wound 
behind фе left ear. The stomach was quite empty, aud there was 
not the slightest trace of liquor.

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News of an important, and, perhaps, decisive nature, as regards 
the war in America, may hourly be expected. Meade, the newly- 
appointed general of the Federal army, has crossed the Potoma^; 
end, although his exact position is still unknown, it is probable 
that he із in the vicinity of Frederick, aud was daily expected о 
give battle to the Confederate army. The Federal Cabinet had 
doubtless at last resolved that а blow should be struck ; and, under 
Meude’s leadership, the army of the Potomac will once more con- 
tend for victory with its former opponents on the Rappahannock. 
The panio of the Northern population continues unanated. In 
Philadelphia one half of the citizens are engaged in throwing 
up earthworks arouud the city, and the other half in ship- 
ping off their merchandize to New York for greater safety 
At Baltimore martial law has been proclaimed, in consequeace» 
most probably, of the notoriously disloyal sentiments of its inha- 
bitants. Never since the war began has so much been trusted to 
fortune; never have risks been greater or issues шоге momentous. 
The South has entirely chauged its policy, and, instead of, as here- 
tofore, confining itself within its own territory, where ii could 
move without revealing the nature of its operations, it has flung 
its army into a region where its antagonists will have the fullest in- 
formation of its proceedings. Those bold and sudden combinations 
whioh in woody, desolate, and sy:npathetlo Virginia have во often 
baffl-dthe Federal geuerals will по tonger be possible in Maryland 
or Pennsylvania, Another great change has taken place ia the 
nature of the war. ‘The Confederates have hitherto stood 
on the defensive. They have occupied positions саге- 


filly taken up and strengthened by all the resources 
of engineering science. Agaiust these positions the wave 
of Northera invasion has repeatedly dashed itseif and broken 
into spray. These advantages bave now been abandoned. 
The South has assumed the aggressive, and goes forth to battle. 
with its old conüdence and its old valour, but certaialy under 
conditions which шаке v.ctory to the bravest troops far less сі а 
certainty. We krow not what protection the South, after making 
suitable provision for th's grest enterprise, has been stroog enough 
to leave for the city of Richmond; and if we are unable to esti- 
mate with any confidence the exact probabilities of success tha, 
wait upon the arms of General Lee, we are in at least an equal 
difficulty with regard to the resources of the North. Who can 
give a plausible estimate as to the number of troops whi h they 
may, after all, be able to bring into the field, and the degree of 
order and obstinacy with which those treops may be inclined to 
fight? We have already been once entirely tisled on this sub- 
ject. The battle of Antietam, glorious indeed for the Southern 
arms, after allowance is made for the great disparity of numbers, 
was not the victory which was generally anticipated.

Іт bas been our painfal duty before to-dav to call attention to thi 
defeots of our police system, aud particularly to the miserablo 
inefficiency of our so-called **detectives." Hardly has the unsolved 
mystery of the Bloomsbury murder been registered as а dis; race to 
these offloer& when another case turns up which is even more 
damaging to their reputation. If the Home Office officials and ths 
Scotland-yard martinets take any pride in their work. the discovery 
of the body of the poor child — Elizabeth Hunter—in William-street, 
Islington, must have filled them with shame. We have never been 
called upon to record a case where more carelessness aud stupid 
disregard of facta have been sown by the police, or а more 
mechanical adherence to routine has been exhibited by their super- 
intendents. Im placing a connected story before our readers to 
justify these strong statements, we are not about to violate a very 
wholesome rule of journalism. We shall not prejudge William 
Henry Clarke—the young man who is the suspected murderer of 
Elizabeth Hunter—any more than if we were writing an ordinary 
report of the proceedings that have already taken place before tlie 
magistrate and the coroner. On Sunday, the 30th of March. 1862, 
about ten o'clock at night, two little girls, named Charlotte and 
Elizabeth Hunter—the first about twelve years of age, the second 
about eight years of age—were standiug in Green Mans-lane, 
а narrow turning in the Lower-road, Islington. A mau, dressed in 
nothing more noticeable than а turban cap, with two ribbons banging 
behind, came up to these girls, and asked the youngest to take a letter 
into William-street, New North-road, offering her twopeuce. They 
were poor peoples children, and the elde-t appears to have pre- 
vented her sister carrying this letter. Тае man then took Elizabech 
Hunter by tue hand and walked away with her, aud the eldest 
child followed them. The distance from Green Man's-lane to 
William-stret ів not more than an eigbth of a mile in а direct line, 
and Charlotte Hunter missed Elizabeth aud the man in the latter 
street. Her bonnet fell off, and by the time she had picked it up 
they had disappeared. This was the last Charlotte Hunter ever 
saw of her sister, and her consistent story of Elizabeth's abduction 
has never varied in any particular. Tho usual information was 
given to the police, and the loss of the chillsoon excited consider- 
«ble attention throughout Euglard. Representations were also 
made to the Home-office, and a Government reward of fifty pounds, 
in addition to a private reward of the same amount, was offered for 
the discovery of the child. А full description of her and her 
clothing was printed, and the man who took her away was described 
by Charlotte Hunter as being as old as her father. Her father is a 
young-looking man, about thirty-five years of ago. So much 
for the materials with which the police had to deal, aud 
now we come to the way in which they dealt with them. 
‘The commonest principle of investigation is to exhaust the known 
before we fly to the unknown; and if this bad been acted upon, 
the mystery of Elizabeth Hunter's disappearance need not have 
lasted forty-eight hours. Charlotte Hunter stated olear'y and un- 
waveringly that her sister was asked to take а letter into William- 
street. She followed her into that street, and she missed her іч 
that street. Wil iam-strest is a short turning in the New North- 
road, within a third of a mile of the Islington Pol'ce-office, and cou- 
taining exactly twenty-three small houses and one small nursery- 
garden. We аге fully prepared to say that no house to house p`- 
lice inquiries whatever were made in this little street, although it 
was rendered so notorious in connexion with this саве that the 
windows of two dwellings were broken by а mob who believed tee 
inmates had something to do with the child's abduction.

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PARLIAMENTARY PROCEEDINGS. 


Tue House of Lords have been en in a very long aud in- 
teresting discussion on the affairs of Poland, wbich was introduced 
by Ear Grey, who, in moviug au address to the Queen for papers 
with regara to Poland, said he entertained such serious appre- 
hensious with regard to the existing state of that country that be 
thought Pariiament ought not to separate unti! the opinion of her 
Majestys Governmeut bad been elicited on the subject. А war 
witu Russia on bebalf of Poland would be a great calamity, and 
his fear was that, whilst we did not intend, we might be gredoul'y 
drawn into hostilities. He wisbe to know, therefore what grounds 
her Majesty's Ministers had for supposiug that ihe Ројез would 
accept national iustitutions upon the terms proposed to Russia by 
the Western Powers. Earl ttus:ell said the question was one in 
"Lich her Majesty's Governmeat were acting in concert 
with the Governments of France and Austria, who would 
necessarily hive to be consulted in regard to auy ulterior 
steps that might be taken. Не admitted tbat this was not а case 
for armed invwrvention, and that euch a proceeding would be more 
likely to produce tresh calamities than pat ап eud to those which 
already existed ; but he denied that simple diplomatic action n«ei 
lead to war, ог that the remoustraaces and good advice which this 
country hed offered to Russia would produce suy evil results In 
conjunct on with Fraucs and Austria, hor Majesty's Guyernment 
bad submitted six propositious to Russia, which provided for an 
sruisiice, eud would, it accepted, secure for Polaud uational in- 
stitutluns and а national representatios. Further than this they 
could do nothing. They could neither assist the Poles by force o! 
army nor propose terms to Russia for the revognitiou of the iude 
peudeuce of Poland. If auything was obtained for the Poles, then, 
it would be the result of the force of reason and representations of 
what, upon principles of honesty aud good faith, was demanded 
from R ввів. Не conid not say what the answer of Russia would 
be, or what course, after receiving that answer, it would be the 
duty of her Majesty s Government to pursue. Everything dep»nded 
n the aus wer itself, aud th spirit ia which tho prop als of the 
estern Powers was reovived. Че regretted to say that the ap- 
poiutme.t of General Mouravieff and the deorees issued by that 
offi er were not favourable to the hope that the Emperor of Russia 
would act а liberal aud generous part towards Pulaud. After Lord 
Brougham, the Earl of Derby, and other noble lords had addressed 
the house, the motion was agreed to. 

In the Ноле of Commons Mr. Roebuck moved the discharge of 
the order for the adjourned debate on the necessity of recoguising 
the Southern Confederacy, and in doing so observed that he had 
brought forward his motion in tbe hope that the house might be 
induced to adopt а step whioh would have the effect of arresting 
the terrible carnage іц North America, aud be of service to the iu- 
terests of Great Britain. For taking this course he had been sub- 
jected to much obloquy from а nowy, if not very wise, party He 
wi»bed it to be unuerstood, however, that he had arrived at his 
present determination not on that account, but beca.se tbe Prime 
Minister had stated that he considered the contiauance of the de- 
bate would bean impediment to th» g »od government of the country. 
Having commented upon the official arrogance of the Under Becre- 
tery for Foreiga Affaire, the hou member proceeded to address some 
aümonítory remarks to Lord Palmerston, who, ће said, bad a heavy 
responsibility weighing on his snoulders. The noble lord had 
stated that the (іще was not yet come for the consideration of 
this question by tue hoase; and to that suggestion he (Mr. 
Roebuck bad yielded; but Jet the noble lord bear in mind that 
tuere were dangers which would have to be met Оре was the 
possibi ity of a reconstruction of the Union upon a Southern basis; 
the other the acknowledgment of the Oonfederacy by the Emperor 
of the French slone. No doats the noble lord would fully justify 
the confidence of the people ia cousidering these two grave ques- 
tions ; aud without hesitation be would leave them іа his heude. 
Lord Paimerston wis of орівіда that Mr. Roebuck had judged 
rightly in moving to discharge the order, f. г no good ovuld possibly 
arise from а debate and division He regretted, however, that both 
Mr. Liudsay and the hon. member should have mixed up with that 
well-considered determination an attack upon the Under Secretary ; 
and he hoped this woul í be the last time that any member of the 
Bouse of Commous would deem it to be his duty to communicate 
to the house what might nave passed between himself and the 
Bovcreign of а foreign country.

THE WAR IN AMERICA.—GENERAL HOOKER 
SUPERSEDED. 


Ом the 29th of June Colonel Hardie arrived at the head-quarters of 
thearmy of the Potomac by special train from Washington, bearing 
despatches relieving General Hooker from the command of the 
army of the Potomac, and appointing Major-General Meade, com- 
manding the 5th corps, his succe«ssor. Soon after the reception of 
the orders at head-quarters, General Hooker issued the folowing 
farewell address :— 


* Head-quartera, Army of th» Роботаг, 
Fredericksburg Marylaad, June 28. 
In conformity wih the orders of the War Department, dated 
June 27, І relinquish tua command of the army of the Potomac. 
It is transferred to Major-Geuer:l George G Meade, а brave and 
accomplished offiser, who has nobly earmd the eontidence and 
esteem of the army on шапу я well-fought 814.

The sorrow of partiug with the comrades of во many 
battles is relieved by the couviotion that the couraze and devotion 
of this army will not cease nor fail; that it will узе! і to my sac- 
cessor, as it has to me, a willing and hearty support. With the 
earnest prayer that the triumph of its arms may bring successes 
worihy of it and the nation, | bid it farewell.

The New York Herold, of the 1st of Jaly, explains the cause of 
General Hooker 8 removal : — 


* Maryland Heights, June 28. 

“ We were visited here yesterday by »ajor-(3eneral Hookor, ao- 
companied by Brigadier-General Warren ^ The object of the com- 
maucing-geueral's ride from Poolesville, Мопосасу, Frederick, or 
some where thereabouts, was to inquire into the prop'iety of eva- 
cnating the heights. Че sent for Јој пе! Reynolds, our able en- 
gineer, aud asked him what the object was in holding the heigh в 2 
The colonel revlied tha: he had often asked the same question, aud 
never got a satisfactory answer. General Hooker theu issued an 
order that the place should be evacuated vy seven o'clock next 
morning. That such guns as could not be taken away should be 
destroyed, and the stores removed. Immediately after he in- 
formed General Halieck of what he had doue, whereupon ће re- 
ceived a despatch in revly countermanding his order, and saying 
that the fortifications had cost too much to be given up, unless 
under the most urgeat necessity. He considered Harper's Ferry 
to be the key to the preseut aud future operations of the army of 
tbe Potomac. General Hookers comment upon this was natural 
enough, " What is the use of holding on to the key after the door 
is smashed?’ Another order of General Hooker's was treated with 
the same want of respect by Genera! Haileck. General Hooker 
felt terribly mortified. While on his way back from here, after 
& visit of a couple of hours, he received an order from Washington 
removing him from the command, and placing Major-General 
Meade in his stead." 


The New York Hera'd of the 29th gives the following particulars 
of the movements of the Confederates in Pennsylvania :— 


“The enemy is pressing closely upon Harrisburg. General 
Lee's whole army is undoubtedly in Pennsylvania. His own head- 
quarters а'ө at Hagerstown, Maryland, from which he is directing 
the movements. General Longstreet's corps crossed the river at 
Williamsport on Saturcay. A great battle is impeodiog at Harris- 
barg to-day. Last night the rebels were within three wiles uf the 
city, and heavy firiog was going on all day. This was probably 
the outposts skirmishing as the enemy advanced. Mechauicsburg 
was survendered by our troops yesterday morning, and immediately 
occupied by the rebels. They also took possession of York, our 
troops clearing out before tuem. They һауе дове serious damage 
to the Northern Central Railroad, both at York aud Hanover 
Junction ‘They bave burned two tri!ges at Yorx Haven. Tha 
splendid bridge across the Su:quehavnah at, Columbia, a mileand а 
quarter long, which cost a million of dollars. was burned by our 
own troops under i olonel Frick yesterday, who, вћег making & bold 
defence in his rifle pits at Wrightsville, on the south side of the 
river, was compelled to retreat across the bridge, which he burned 
behind him. Не lost 100 men, who were captured by the enemy. 
At last acoounts the rebels were shelling Wrightsville without 
warning the inhabitants to leave. The rebels were reported to 
be at Bainbridge last night, twelve miles above Colum- 
bia, with poutoon trains sufficient to construct а bridge. 
The utmost confusion prevails throughout the State of 
Pennsylvania, and at last there ap to be а disposi ion on 
the part of the people to rally for their defence. Companies are 
arming and turning out at Lancaster, Morristown, and Scranton. 
Fugitives, however, keep pouring into Harri-burg, Lancaster, and 
other cities, iu а state of complete terror, bringing their cattle, mer- 
chandise, and household goods with them. The rebel General 
Ewell bas issued ва order to his troops at Chambersburg, urging 
the necessity of vigilance and discipline for the satety of the army, 
and prohibitiug all straggling, marauaing, or plundering, on pain 
of the severest penalties. He says tuat all the material which the 
army requires will be taken under the military rules which govern 
civilized warfare, and absolutely prohibits all individual interfer- 
ference with private property." 


The New York Times of the 1st instant continues the following 
summary :— 

“The rebels no longer menace Harrisburg. The army of the 
Potomac, under its new commander, Genera! Meade, was in rapid 
metion on Monday and yesterday. Its progress on Monday was 
such as to relieve the line of the Baltimore aud Ohio Railroad from 
rebel cavalry, aud to restore telegraphic communication with 
Frederick. What iis progress yesterday was will be best indicated 
by the character of the advi-es to b+ received to-day, which will 
probably be of the most importaut charac'er. A despatsh from 
Harrisburg expresses the bel f eot rtained by the authorities there 
that Les was yesterday воша sed in conceutratiug his forces ou the 
line of the Gambeileud Voley Railroal, between Shippeusbarg 
aud Chambersburg, in su'ietpstiou ої њи амаок by бле army of the 
Potomac.

Hicks, for ciusiug а valuable dog to be cruelly destroyed uuder the 
following circumstances: It appeared that Mr. Bi-hop. the owner of the 
dog, ca ied at Gray s-inu-square about а week ago, leaving the dog in bis 
сао, міш particular directious to the cabman to look after it. When he 
returned to the cab te foaod that the dog had been permitted to escape 
and, besides causing every toquiry t» be made he advertised іа the papers 
aud pricted bills, offering a reward for the recovery of tbe animal Sab- 
ведаг и у it сате to the knowledge of Mr, Bishop that a Miss Hicks, ар 
elierly lady living in Southamp!oa-bulldiogs had seen the dog in Gray s- 
inn--q»are, aud had viven some maa sixpence to destroy it, * because it 
was foaving at the m uth, and appeared likely to faia." The man who 
killed the dug lived ia North-mews, near Miss Ніскз' в residence, and i. had 
been ascertained that збе had previously employed him on the saine business. 
Bhe was connected in some way with a * Dogs Home," but the soeiety 
водећег repudiated her acts іа adoptiog such measures instead of 
causing stray dogsio be taken to the “ Home," Miss Hicke justified her 
conduct by alleving toat the dog. ia her opinion, was going mad; but 
there was not the slightest reason for this presumption, and as it appeared 
to be a favourite pastime of the ladv, it was considered desirable, for tbe 
protection of all dug owners, that her proceedings should be checked.

Mr. Bishop (greatly excited): Was it not 
“o-uelty "to me—'o my півсе--іо all my family? ‘ Love me, love my 
dog!" It has broken up our peace and happiness at home, We would 
not have pirted with the dog for half а million of money. Is & woman to 
go uvpunished for such в crime as this, for deliberately killing an 
jnnocemt, beautiful. harmless dog, because it was merely “panting” 
а little? Mr. Corrie: I can make ome allowance for your feelings, 
and if they can be soothed by pecuniary compensation no coubt you can 
proceed against the lady hy action for damages, but it does not come with- 
in my proviuce t» interfere at all in the case. Mr Love seid he feared there 
was а ‘difficulty " in tne case, the lady having no doubt acted from 6 mis- 
taken an‘ not а malicious motive; but Mr. Bishop was very anxious 
the society should investigate the matter, aud he had done во. Mr. 
Oorrie: Lam very sorry it has happened, but cruelty to the animal must ve 
shown, not tothe owner. The act does not deal with the feeliags of iadi- 
vidoala. Mr Bishop: Feelings! This dog was my life—my wife's вод шу 
niece's life, I would sooner have lost every gun iu my shop The applicant 
then retired. but returning almost immediately with bis own Act of Parlia- 
mentin his band, hesaid. A thought has occurred to me sir! Cannot I oberge 
this woman with stealing my dog. Sne hires a man to take it from Grey's- 
inn-square to а mews in Southampt »n- buildings, there to be cruelly killed. 
Is not that not an act of felony: Ме. Uorrie: Certainly not; unless you 
can show that she did so for the sake of possessing ita skin or carcase. At 
all events, [ should not commit a person on such a charge. lam aware 
that you obtained the Act, but you cannot flad a clause to that effect in it. 
As I said before, the lady may have acted very improperly. I give no 
Opinion on that point But I am certaia you cannot charge her with 
cruelty or felony.

The defeudant took а !агве 
quautity of sugar of lead sufficient, as was stated by oue uf the wituesses, 
to kila horse, and said that she was tired of her life, an! was determined 
to be quit of it She was taken to the h spita), aud after an emetio вой the 
Btomacn-pump had been used she recovered, aud then appeared to be 
воггу lor what sbe had done, After à pighe's redicciion. end whilst оп the 
way to the police-siaton sbe said she would not be foiled, aud thet she 
would destroy berse f. and tbat, though p.ison bad failed, she would on 
the next occasion take effectual u.eaua tu destroy herself. She also in- 
formed Polic--sergeaut Parry that ber busband, when sbe marrid hiw 
Was an arc itect and murble carver; that she left him, and that be then 
sold his business, aud із pow in the army. Her friends, said Sergeant 
Parry, are highly respectable, aud, mentioning the name of her brother, be 
said that she had informed him that he was in a large way of business. 
and that he is now mayor of his county town. The defendant, although 
she had eloped from her husband, and was now leading & disreputable 
life, mixing, as she did, with some of the lowest prostitutes in Somers- 
town, and residing ata notorious brothel at 11, Little Drummond-street, 
was generally well conducted, and, for one of her class, was & well-con- 
ducted person Owing tothe publicity that had been given to the evidence 
taken on the first occasion, а great number of letters had been received 
from persons that had known the defendant in her better dayr, and several 
friends were waiting to receive her. The prisoner now expressed great 
contrition for what she had done, and said that she was very sorry. She 
would endeavour to redeem ber lost character. вод trusted that tbe magis- 
trate would discharge her, as she had now suffered a week в imprisoument 
for her fooli-h act. Mr Barker said he had received & letter from tue 
chaplain of the House of Deie tíon, and from what that gentleman com- 
municated to him he woul) atonce discharge her, if she would go to her 
brother's or some other of her friends ‘Lhe prisoner said that her brother 
вс Leatherbead would take her, snd there sbe would like to go. Sae 
should like her things that the brothel-keeper had in her possession, Mr 
B iker «aid he should now discharge her, «nd he hoped that вое would 
never be foolish enough to aitempt to destroy her life. The police-

The prisoner who had been brought from Horsemouger- 
lune prison in & сао, was obliged to be carried iuto court in в chair by two 
p»lie«men, and also to be held tight in it H's sufferings, produced by а 
violent attack of rheumatism, were of such в character tbat it was perfectly 
distressing to witness them. Ou seeing him Mr. Nortun inquired why в 
person iu his sad state should have been removed from the prison, and 
Sergeant Stevens, of the P division, replied that it was done by ibe earnest 
desire of the prisoner him elf, who was suaious that the case shoula be 
setiled one way or the other, and the medical officer cf the prison saw по 
danger in his removal for further examination From tbe statement of 
Mre. Warren, the prosecutrix, it appeared that her iate busbaud and her- 
self had become acquaiuted with tne prisoner from bis keeping a beer- 
house in their neighbourbood, and from time to time they Ба assisted bim 
by advancing niu sums of money.

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ABDUCTION AND SUSPECTED MURDER OF 
ELIZABETH HUNTER. 


WiLLiIAM HENRY CLARKE. aged 17, а shabbily-attired fellow, who 
described nimself as а light porter, residing at 31, Liverpool- street, 
Goswell-street, was brought up at Clerkenwell, in the custody of 
Inspector William Wiseman of the N division, charged on sus- 
picion of murdering a girl, aged eight years, named Betty Hunter, 
on or about the 30th of March, 1862, at the nursery grounds, 
William-street, parish of Islington. It will be ia the recollection 
of the public that last year the Government offered a reward of 
1001. for the apprehension of a man who stole а child named Hetty 
Haunter from the bot'om of Green Man's-lane, Islington, on a 
Sunday evening. Although every effort was made by the police, 
and advertisements were circulated over the whole country, по 
trace could b» found of the child. From what came to the know- 
ledge of Inspec'or Wiseman, he went to the nursery, and found in 
a hole the remains of a body of a child. 1t was covered with abont 
three inches of sol. The body had been covered with quick-lime, 
and was very nearly destroyed. The prisover had been in the 
employ of the keeper of the nursery, and suspicion falling on him, 
he was apprehended by police-constables Herbert Stammers, 
136 N, and Goss, 518 N. who told him that he was charged with 
murdering a girl, on which he said, “ Good God, I know nothing 
about it." The prisoner was followed to the court by в large 
mob of people. and the place where the body was found was sur- 
rounded ћу about 500 or 600 people. Charlotte Hunter said: I 
reside at Ward's-place. I am just over twelve years of age. I had 
a sister named Elizabeth Hunter. She was seven years aud a-balf 
old when I last saw her.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NATIONAL RIFLE 
ASSOCIAT.ON. 


Waarever falling off theremay have been in tbe subscriptions of 
the National Kifle Associati 'n, it is evident that the prize meeting 
this year will prove the most successful of any hitherto held. 

The site of the camp is precisely that of last year, but there is а 
large increase of tents. Last year sixty-six officers and 146 non- 
commissioned officers and privates availed themselves of the conve- 
nience of the camp. This year the numbers аге 115 officers and 
320 non-commissioned officers and privates “o the latter increased 
sccommodation hss been afforded by givirg а tent to every four 
privates, instead of ove tent to every six, as last year. Better camp 
*quipsge is also provided, and one serious discomfort of last year, 
want of water, obviated by an adequate service. For this accommo- 
dation each Volunteer on arriving depos'ts 124. From this sum 58. 
will be deducted, however short the stay, but beyond five days 1s. 
will be returned for each day short of twelve,that the Voluateer 
may remaia. Lieut.-Colonel Luard and Captain Ruxton are in 
charge of the camp. A novel and most agreeable feature in the 
«eueral arrangements is the establishment of а club, reading, and 
waiting rooms, opened gratuitously to all members of the Asso- 
ciation, and to general visitors at 18 per diem. This is one of 
many improvements that bave taken place in the camp. 

The aggregate value of the prizes offered this year is £4,300, 
which is nearly доцоїв that of last vear, and which, we (аке it, is а 
strong proof of the increasing stability of tbis na'ional gathering. 

The tirst day the Prince of Wales unexpectedly visited the camp,

than half an inch from the bull's-eye. 
Major Halford, who was introduced to 
his royal highness, then made a good 
shot in the siking position; upon 
which the Prince, being desirous of 
testing that mode of shooting, fired 
several shots, making two good outers 
and three centres. Obanging bis 
Whitworth for a double- barrel sport- 
ing rifle, his royal highness missed 
with both barrels; but on again try- 
ing the Whitwortb, he made an outer, 
just under the centre, and finally a 

ull's-eye. His royal highness then 
proceeded to the curve along which 
the runving deer performs its rapid 
journeys. Having minutely inspected 
the deer, and the mechanism by which 
it is turned, tbe party returned to the 
firipg points, where, amid a large 
number of spectators wbom the visit 
of the Prince hed brought together, 
some interesting practice took place. 
Lord Elcho first fired а couple of shots, 
which were marked as ceotres, show- 
ing that no vital part had been hit 
The Prince then made several misses, 
which were, however, followed with 
a centre close to the bull's eye, as the 
fatal spot behind ‘he shoulder is 
called, another near tbe haunch, 
another in the loins, а third farther 
forward, and then three centres in 
succession.

The rifle with which he succeeded so 
well was & double-barrel, made by Mr.

The shooting for the Middlesex 
National Rifle Association bronze 
medal, aud а county match contest 
bet ween Gloucestershire, Lanca-hire, 
and Middlesex, five shots each, at 600 
and 800 yards, took place the second 
day of the meeting. The contest for 
the latter was carried on with great 
spirit, but, uufortuoately, in the 
course of the day it was attended with 
three very serious accidents The 
first occurred to Micha-] Fegan, of 
the Hythe School of Musketry, assist- 
aut-marser at target No. 7, who was 
in the front part of the mantelet, 
when a portion of the ball splintered 
against the target, rebounded and 
struck him right in the eye, and it is 
feared that it will irvolve the loss of 
the sight. He тазі. т diately at- 
tended to, and conveyed to St. 
George's Hospital. The second acci- 
dent occurred to Corporal W. Bailey, 
of the 2ad battalion of Coldstream 
Guards, who was injared in the chest, 
just below the nipple, by a ballet 
splintered from the target, and also 
in the thigh. The third accident occurred to private A. Smith, 
of the let battalion of Coldstream Guerds, who was seriously 
injured in the groffrand thigh. They were promptly attended to. 

‘The match resulted as follows :—Gloucestershire, 566 ; Middlesex, 
565; and Lancashire, 636 pointe. 

Captain Field, of the Honourable Artillery Company, won the 
Middlesex bronze medal, with a score of sixty marks, at the ranges 
of 2'0, 500, and 600 yards. 

The match between Oxford and Cambridge resulted in favour of 
the latter, who made 310 points at 200, 500, and 600 yards, against 
286 points of the former, at the same ranges. 

Tbe St. George's Vase contest attracted a large number of com- 
petitors, but it was fivally gained by Мг. Jupling, of the Civil Jer- 
vice, and winner of the Queen's prize the year before last. 

The Prince of Wal-s's prize slso found numerous competitors, but 


it was won by Corporal ttumball, of the 3rd Herts. 


VISIT OF THE PRINCE A*D PRINCESS OF WALES. 

Monday was '"Grand-day" at Wimbledou. The routine busi- 
ness of the meeting proceeded as usual, but except for those imme- 
diatel. concerned, it passed unbeeded, the interest all ceutring іа 
the match between the Houses of Lords and Commons. This contest, 
once the subject of innumerable pleasantries, has takea its placa 
among the national sports, and on Monday it attracted to the grounds 
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of the National Rifle Association the largest and most fashionable 
assembly that has been drawn together since the meeting com- 
menced. It was further graced by the presence of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, who arrived puuctually at a quarter to three 
o'clock attended by the Marchioness of Carmarthen and Captain 
Grey.
